ſo faſt rooted in the hartes of vs(pout pooze 
comonſe)thozongh the falſe diluſions of the 
fozſapd ſtur dye and valſane begggers , that

Ind wolde walke moſte vpꝛyghtlye in exams 
ple of lyfe, tompellynge the people therbp, to 
embzace all Godlye and honett lpuynge, and 
to deteſt and abhoze the contrarye,thys was 
thepꝛ intent, mooſte gracious pztnce , whan 
thep gaue reule to the pꝛeachars of Goddes 
trueth a veritie. Ind in verye dede the thynge 
pꝛoued accozdpnge to thepz expectation ,
